EASLT SELIEF IS NOW EZPEOTED. 



AlllM* Agreement It Iroaelad, and If 
Blookade Is Rateed They Will 
Act Together— Question 



Washington, Jan. 26.— A long con- 
ference between MInitter Bowen and 

Sir Michael Herbert, the British am- 
bassador, followed by further confer- 
ences between Sir Michael, Signor 
Majror Dea Planches, the lullan am- 
bUMdor. and Count Qaadt. the Ger- 
man charge d'affaires indicated diplo- 
matic activity in Waehington over the 
Venezuelan situation. All the nego- 
tiators decline tO' discuss the results of 
the meeting, but general •latementa by 
them that the altuation warrants hope 
of early relief is signillcant of what 
has been aeconplishad bjr tha last U 
hours. , 

By this time the London. Berlin and 
Roma foreign olBceea are In possession 
of Mr. Bowen's third proposition stat- 
ing the nature of the guarantee he is 
prepared to offer for Venezuela if bis 
Initial request is complied with and 
the blockade raised at once. Strict 
reticence is maintained by all the 
negotiators as to the nature of this 
guaranty and until the Joint reply of 
the powers is received this will not 
be disclosed. 

Mr. Bowen and also the state de- 
partment are greatly impressed with 
the attitude, of the representatives in 
Washington of the allies throughout 
the prasent negotiations. While act- 
ing at all times under instructions 
from their foreign offlres they have 
expedited matters considerably by 
their straightforward manner of deal- 
ing with Venesuela's report. This 
fact has especially appealed to the 
Washington offlclals, who, while not 
participating in the preliminaries 
necessarily are Ti tally Interested in 
their results. 

There will be further conferences be- 
tween all of the negotiators but no 
definite action is expected regarding 
the blockade before Tuesday or Wed- 
nesday. Throughout his negotiations 
here Mr. Bowen has dealt separately 
with the foreign envoys, while they 
have kept in constant touch with one 
another. There has been no )olnt 
action on their part 

The important faet was dsTeloped 
that the triple alliance against Ven- 
ezuela was far more comprehensive 
than was supposed ai hrst. The agree- 
ment between Great Britain, Germany 
and Iltaly inrolved only a Joint Initia- 
tive action for the collection of their 
claims, but each of the three powers 
pledged itself to lift the lilix kade sim- 
ultaneously. This fact was learned 
from a European diplomat who is ac- 
Qtjalnted with the details of the alli- 
ance. The iron-clad nature of the al- 
liance already had been communli aiod 
to the state department by Charge 
White and it U this fact Irhich was 
responsible for the grave apprehen- 
sions heretofore felt regarding the out- 
come of the dispute. The reply of the 
powers therefore necessarily will be 
Joint 

A favorable answer to Minister Bow- 
en's last proposition, and It is the be- 
lief of all the neRotiators as well as 
of the administration that the answer 
will be favorable, will mean the im- 
mediate withdrawal of all the block- 
ading ships, while a declination to lac- 
cept the guaranty offored by Mr. 
Bowen must result In the continuance 
of the blocliade by all three allies. 
Great nrltain, Germany and Italy. 

Claim Berlin Planned Attack. 
Caracas, Jan. 26.— To inquiries made 
with a view to ascertaining whether 
the German gunboat Panther or Port 

San Carlos fired the first shot, the for- 
eign minister said: "The Panther on 
Jan. 17 attacked the fort Urst without 
provocation. The gunboat approached 
the fort and fired on It. We can guar- 
antee that the attack was premedi- 
tated and planned In Berlin. The proof 
of this assertion is a letter we received 
on the morning of Jan. 16 from Cur- 
acao, and which President Castro re- 
tains in his possession, noiuymg ua 
that San Carlos would be attacked be- 
tween Jan. 16 and Jan. 18, that is to 
say, before the arrival of United States 
Minister Bowen at Washington. An- 
other proof that the attack was pre- 
meditated is the circumstance that 
General bello. who is in command of 
the fortress, received no notification as 
to the object of the Panther in ap- 
proaching the fortress similar to the 
written ultimatum that the Germans 
transmitted through the United States 
consul to the Venezuelan representative 
at Puerto Cabello when Fort Liberta- 
dor was shelled." The letter referred 
to above has been communicated to 
certain legations. 



BRITISH TRADE ROUSEDl 

Caban Treaty UeM m DIsorlmlBatloa 
AgalBst the Bagilsk Wast ladles. 

London, Jan. 26. — The reciprocity 
treaty between Cuba and the United 
States threatens to raise one of the 
most serious differences of opinion 
between Great Britain and the United 
States that has occurred for years. So 
much Importance is attached to the 
matter that a meeting of the cabinet 
is being specially summonded to see 
what action can be taken. The matter 
cams to a bead through the deputa- 
tion from the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United Kingdom which waited 
upon P'oreign Secretary Lansdowne. 
Replying to the delegates' argument 
that all advantages which the gov- 
ernment had gained by securing the 
abolition of the sugar bounties would 
be sacrificed If the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty became operative. Lord Lans- 
downe said he thoroughly realised 
the gravity of the sitnatlon and pro- 
ceeded to read dispatches showing 
that Ambassador Herbert had force- 
fully represented the British objec- 
tions to the treaty, pointing out that 
it was to all intents and purposes a 
dlscrlmlnatloa against all the British 
possessions in the West Indes. Sec- 
retary Hay's reply maintained that 
the United States was doing no more 
than it had the right to do and inti- 
mated that It bad no intention of mod- 
ifying the Cuban treaty. 

Lord Lansdowne added that all the 
information available pointed to the 
fact that the treaty would pass, but 
he announced that the cabinet would 
consider If anything further could be 
done. The delegates said thry under- 
stood the treaty contains a secret 
clause stipulating that no further 
meaaures of reproclty shall be under- 
taken by the United States towards 
the British West Indies. If sifch was 
the case it was suggested to Lord 
Lansdowne that Great Britain would 
be only within her righta in retaliat- 
ing ^ith an increased duty on grain. 
The foreign secretary gave no Intima- 
tion on this point 

To Act en Treatlea. 

Washingtoa. Jan. 26.— Senator Cul- 
lom will make an effort whenever an 

opportunity offers to secure considera- 
tion of th^ Cuban treaty and he said 
he would again move, if necessary, to 
have the senate go into executive ses- 
sion during the week for the purpose 
of taking up the treaty. Senator ('ul- 
lorn also has In charge the Panama 
canal treaty, and expresses a desire to 
secure early consideration of it but 
as several of the members of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, before 
which the treaty is pending, find It 
necessary to be out of the city during 
the week, it does not now seem 
probable that the canal treaty will be 
reported out of oommlttea during the 
week. 



Business In the House. 

Washington, Jan. 2C.— This week 
will probab witness the passage by 
the house of the Powler currency 
bill. The house managers have ar- 
ranged to bring In a special rule mak- 
ing that measure a continuing order 
until disposed of, beginning on Wed- 
nesday ntLxt. While it Is anticipated 
that the bill will precipitate a very 
lively debate. Its friends believe that 
Its passage is assured. There are three 
opproiiriatlon bills on the calendar, 
and if any tim? .'^IumiIiI nniain they 
will be pressed forward, as it is the 
desire of the leaders to get all ap- 
propriation bills to the senate as soon 
as possible. The antl-truat bill will 
not come up until next week. 

Held Memorial Servlees. 

Washington, Jan. 26. — ^The house of 
rc'in'cMiitatives inaugurated (he ex- 
periment of holding memorial services 
for deceased members upon the Sab- 
bath. It will be followed hereafter 
during this session and probably will 
become the general practice in the 
house in the future. Heretofore, ex- 
cept on very rare occasions, the house 
has broken in on its executive work 
on Friday and Saturday to listen to 
eulogies on deceased members, but the 
time has seldom been propitious and 
latterly the practice has been msttlog 
with growing disfavor. 



Shot From Ambush. 
Middlesboro. Ky., Jan. 26.— H^nry 
Cummings. notorious among the high- 
waymen of the mountains, met death 
from ambush before daybreak here on 
one of the principal streets. James 
Adley Turner, who was walking with 
him. was shot in the srm. The as- 
sassins are unknown. It is common re- 
port that Cummings killed John Gor- 
ham, president of the United Mine 
Workers union, two years ago; Green- 
ward Ward soon afterward, and about 
a year ago Branham Slam, a Ken- 
tucklan, while the death of others is 
generally attributed to him, so that it 
is almost impossible for ofllcsrs to gtt 
a clue as to the assaasins. 

Lancaster 0., Jan. 26.— 'In Its report 
the grand Jury charges Charles F. 
Wheeler, whose wife was found dcail 
in a well near UtbDopoUs, with flrst- 
degrea murder.

QUAY WILL USOE OONSIDLSATIOfi. 



Lines la Seuta Are Cloeeljr Draws, 
but the VInal Aetlon on the 
SUtehood Bill Yet Ba- 
■lalas la Doubt. 



Washingtoa, Jan. 26. — The feature 
of the week In the senate will be the 
continuation of the contest over the 
statehood bill. The linea are now 
more closely drawn than they have 
ever been on this bill. They are, in- 
deed, so taunt that all onlookers real- 
ise that they are about to break; but 
taw unprejudiced persons would un- 
dertake to state positively on Which 
side the disaster niust befall. 

The advocates of statehood were 
much encouraged by the vote of laat 
week, and contending that it has been 
demonstrated that a majority of the 
senate are favorable to the bill, they 
declare that it is preposterous to ask 
them to yield, while the opposition 
urge that the vote was not a test at 
all and no real indication of the at- 
titude of the senate. They say that 
the bill is standing in the way of 
other legislation and contend that it 
must gat out of the road and remain 
out when the appropriation bills be- 
gin to press to the front, as they will 
soon do. It is probable, however, tliat 
with some exceptional times the bill 
will hold Its place la the front ranks 
during the week. 

It is the intention, however, to use 
the appropriation bills only in va.ne 
there should be an effort to hold night 
sessions in order to secur^ action on 
the statehood bill. Senator Quay baa 
more than once Indicated his intent of 
asking the senate to "sit continuous- 
ly," which means that be is contem- 
plating night sessions. The general 
understanding among the frienda of 
the measure Is that the prolonged ses- 
sion test will come early in the week, 
possibly about Tuesday night, but the 
Pennsylvania senator has so far failed 
to make authoritative announcement 
on that point Senator Quay now as- 
Bert.s his intention to press the bill 
more strenuously than in the past, 
and the opposition is Just as pro- 
nounced in its declaration of intention 
to resist Its passage. They say that 
the bill cannot pass, and some of them 
announr>e tnat they would rather take 
the responsibility for on extra session 
of congress than have the statehood 
bill become a law. 

When the question was again taken 
up Senator Burnham proceeded with 
his speech and it is muv thi plan to 
have Senator Kean follow him. Sen- 
ator Beveride also will be heard in 
opposition to the bill. Several sena- 
tors will antagonize the bill and be 
prepared If necessary to introduce ex- 
traneous matter for the purpose of 
preventing a vote. For instance, one 
of them has on his desk a copy of 
the encyclopedic speech delivered by 
Senator Quay during the consideration 
of the Wilson-ciorman tariff bill, 
which lie threatens to read, and an- 
other has at hand a voluminous his- 
tory of New Mexico. 

If night sessions are attempted the 
opponents of the bin will resort to 
the usual methods to kill time. On 
the other hand, it is admitted the sup- 
porters of the bill will take a "bold 
stand against allowing any other bus- 
iness to proceed until a vote shall be 
secured on the statehood bill. Som« 
would even go to the extent of exclud- 
ing appropriation bills. There is some 
apprehension on the part of the bill's 
supporters that there may be an ef- 
fort to unduly discuss and delay con- 
sideration of the appropriation bills in 
order to delay the statehood bill, and 
sueb a coa rss will bs resent ed. 

^ Railroad Man Suicides. 
Huntington, Ind., Jan. 26.— Robert 
KInaIrd, at one time general passenger 
and ticket agent of t.e Fort Wayne, 
Cincinnati ft Louisville railroad, with 
headquarters at Fort Wayne, commit- 
ted suicide here by uking morphine. 
Five years ago he was general auditor 
of the SanU Fe railroad at WlchlU, 
Kas. No cause Is anown for the act 

Attacked by a Bull. 
Lancaster, O., Jan. 26.— A young bull, 
which broke away from his owners, 

attacked a traveling salesman of Ports- 
mouth named Borstrum, trampling 
upon bim and so severely injuring 
him that physicians say he is fatally 
hurt The tragic scene took place on 
a public street. 

Liner 8t. Paul Broke Down.

Denver, Jan. 26.— ilenry M. Teller, 
who was elected for his sixth term in 

the Unitfcl States senate Saturday at 
a Joint legislative session, in whlc:h 
only DemocratB participated, left the 
City for his country place at Orand 
Junction. Governor Peabody was a 
passenger in the same train. The two 
men met in the train and Governor 
Peabody extended eaa«ratalntlona to 
the senator. 

"My election, I feel sure, was per- 
fectly legal and regular," said Senator 
Teller, in conversation with friends, 
"for I 8ucc»'(>ded in getting t"ie major- 
ity vote of both houses. 1 am entitled 
to a certificate from the governor and 
expect it, but if I fail to secure the 
governor's credentials, I shall be able 
to take my case bcfoif the senate nev- 
ertheless. " When a.^ked if he would 
sign a certificate of election for Sena- 
tor Teller, Governor Peabody replied: . 
"I will cross that bridge when I come 
to it." 

D. B. Fairley. chairman uf the Ue- 
pul)li(an state committee, whose resig- 
nation has bejn demanded by vote of 
the majority committee on account of 
his ()i)i)osltion to the candidacy of B. 
O. Wolc'ott for the senatorship, haa 
given out a statement declaring that 
the Republicana will not recognise 
Teller's election. 

"In my opinion." he said, "the elec- 
tion waa illegal, and no attention will 
te paid to It by the state central com- 
mittee or either faction of the Repub- 
licans m the hoose or aenate. The 
election Is invalid for the reason that 
the proper officers did not preside over 
the Joint session."

Steamer Dawreon City Arrives After 

Meeting Many Arrldents. 

Port Townsend, Wash., Jan. 2C.— 
The steamer Dawson City. SO days from 
Nome, reached port under sail after a 
tempestous voyage. The entire trip 
was marked by a succession Oi acci- 
dents and exasp(>rating delay.s, whiles 
the fury of the elements seemed to 
combine to hinder her passage to her 
destination. Soon after starting south 
the boilers commenced to leak, with 
the result that the fresh water supply 
was consumed. Then fuel began to 
run short and the vessel waa forced 
to resort to such canvas ^tboard aa 
could be fashioned Into sails. The ves- 
sel run into port Mollor for fuel &ni1 
water, and aflcr rcniaiuiiif; two weeks 
started again, only to run into a fic rc 
Sturm which drove her from her 
course. Again fuel ran out ao the 
Dawson City headed for Dutch Harbor 
to refill her hunkers and tanks. At 
•!iis port her Siiilcirs dcsiTti'il anil re- 
fuiWMi to continue the voyage. Tiie run 
from Dutc h Harbor to this port waa » 
made in 22 days, which is considered a 
very good showing considering the 
weather and the fa( iliflcs tor handliri)', 
the vessel. The Dawtion CMly brought 
no passengers except her owner, Felix 
Brown, of Seattle, and his wife. 

Decisive Battle Expected. 
Tangier. .Fan. 26.— News from Pes 
dated Jan. 21. states that the pre- 
tender, Bu Hamara. was then advanc- 

int,' at the head of large forces and 
had arrived at a point 25 miles from 
Fez. A decisive battle was expected, 
and should the sulun's main army, 
which is posted on the Sebu river, be 
defeated it was thought that the city , 
of Pes would inevitably fail into the 
hands of Bu Hamara. 

Concession is Made. 
I'iltsliuig. Jan. 11). — It was announced 
by D. J. Burke, who represented the 
conductora at a recent conference with 
Baltimore A Ohio railroad offlcialB. at 
Baltimore, that an agreenieiit iiad been 
.sanctioned by the company granting a 
10 per cent advance in wages to date 
from Jan. 1. The advance extends over 
all branches of the road and Is given 
to conductors, brakement and yard* 
men. 



Colonel Woolley Dead.

A GOOD REPORT. 
Tb* Lcziogtoii Bttnild pablishM in 

full the pxifllent annual report of Dr. 
Yoaog, President of the Health Board of 
that city. The '*tm«llopox" matter 
seems to have been very jadicionily 
handled, and to have excited little, if 
any, popular apprehension and com- 
plaint. There were ■eventy'One eaaea oi 
this disease and no deaths, a reanlt that 
must be credited, in part at least, to the 
skiUfnl measoiea of the Board of Health. 

The eloaliit iNurafrrsph of the report 
embodies some good pii^Kestione which 
ought to be favorably considered by the 
aathoritiea of this city— by onr Board of 
Trade as well as by our Board of Health : 

T must ajtain urfje the necessity of a 
Iihiinhinj; inspector. The escape of 
sewer lias into residences from improper 
and imperfect plumbinK is the cause of 
many preventable diseases, which not 
infrefjuently result in death. It is possi- 
ble to construct plumbing and bouse 
drainage so as to render tfiem perfectly 
safe. Some of the infections are no ven- 
tilation on soil or waste pipe, leaking 
waste i>ipe6, so small as to render water 
service inadequate, leaking soil pipe, im- 
proper fall, impertect cement, imperfect 
design and plumbing fixtures, not sepa- 
rately trapped or ventilated. Privy 
vaults should not be permitted in thickly 
populated parts of the city. There is no 
reason for them, where MWera are con- 
venient. They are a menace to health 
•od a damage to surroanding property, 
•nd have caused hundreds of oomplainta 
daring the past year. We should follow 
the example of cities that have abolished 
them. Let us bear in mind that the fn- 
tare great city of thia continent will be 
that city whose death rate year after 
year bears witness to its efficient sanitary 
administration. A city that ran offer to 
the world the udvantai^es of pure air,
